LONDON, Nov. 3.—The coming 
week should open the way for prog- 
ress in the preparations for the five- 
power naval conference beyond the!

WASHINGTON, Nov. 3.~—Ameri- 
can-born sons of Italian parents, 
American citizens of Italian birth, 
and even citizens of Italy living in 
the United States may return to 
Italy without fear of compulsory 
conscription or of incurring any re- 
sponsibility for military service du- 
ties in time of peace, according to a 
statement,issued tonight by. the Ital- 
ian Embassy. 

The statement, issued originally in 
Italy by the Stefani Agency, clears 
up the uncertainties surrounding the 
question of long standing between 
the United Statés and Italy as to the 
status of naturalized Italians and 
travelers born abroad of Italian par- 
ents on their réturn to their home- 
land. 

While making it entirely clear that 
the exemption from military service 
of Italians and the sons of Italian 
parents applies only to peace time, 
with no reference whatever to the 
procedure to be adopted in time of 
war, the statement serves to relieve 
from military duty in peace time not 
only the transient visitors to their 
former homes but explains that 
under the present provisions of the 
Fascist Government they may re- 
| main in Italy without incurring ser- 
| vice obligations for periods ranging 
| from three months to one year. 
Aim to Clear Up Any Doubt.

“As it is known, the Fascist Gov- 
ernment, which has made every ef-

Norman Thomas, Socialist candi- 
date for Mayor, will deliver two radio 
speeches in the evening and also will 
speak at meetings in the Central Y, 
M. C. A. at Brooklyn and at the First 
Presbyterian Church, Manhattan. 

The last hour speaking activities of 
the opposing candidates will cause 
little concern to Tammany, the lead- 
ers of which will be busy today pre- 
paring their organization machinery 
for use tomorrow.

The history of the crime is brief. 
Corbett’s father was an English 


banker who settled on the Riviera 
nearly forty years ago when he mar- 





ried a French girl. Ten years ago 
he died. Three years ago Mrs. Cor- 
bett began to suffer from what doc- 
tors later diagnosed as cancer. Her 
son acted as her nurse, ney,’ 
ever leaving her alone in the small 
villa they occupied on the outskirts 
of the city. 

In April Mrs. Corbett’s suffering 
became so great that even the opi- 
ates constantly administered by the 
doctors did not relieve the pain. Day 
after day her son sat by the bedside 
watching her suffering and pleading 
with the doctors to do something to 
ease her. Early in May, he was told 
that there was no hope. On May 
9 he cleaned a revolver, loaded it, 
walked into his mother’s bedroom, 
kissed her, and killed her with one 
shot. He then shot himself.

The question is expected to be dis- 
cussed fully by President Hoever, 
Secretary Stimson and Senators 
Reed of Pennsylvania and Robinson 
of Arkansas, the Senatorial members 
of the delegation already chosen by 
President Hoover, and the former 
Premier Reijiro Wakatsuki and Ad- 
miral Hyo Takarabe, the Japanese 
Minister of Marine, the two Japanese 
delegates. 

Full support of President Hoover’s 
policy of naval reduction in place of 
mere limitation is expected from the 
Japanese. A strong sentiment for re- 
duction was expressed by the Japa- 
nese Government in its reply to the 
British invitation to the parley. 

The Japanese delegation to the con- 
ference is expected to be composed 
of some seventy persons, including a 
large staff of technical advisers. 

While the Japanese will sail for the 
conference at about the same time as 
the American delegation, some 
doubts were expressed by American 
officials tonight that both delegations 
would sail on the same transatlantic 
liner. It was pointed out that it is 
not a customary practice for two 
delegations to a conference so large 
and important as the forthcoming 
naval parley to arrive together. 

So far there has been no decision 
regarding the ship on which the 
American delegation, which is ex- 
pected to include about thirty per- 
sons, will sail for London.

BUENOS AIRES, Nov. 3.—La Na- 
cion, commenting editorially on the 
economic condition of Argentina, 
says it must be admitted that the re- 
publie’s -progress is slowing down 
and that there is an atmosphere of 
doubt and a lack of resolution which 
are paralyzing initiative. 

‘*The national patrimony is still in- 
tact if it is no longer being devel- 
oped with the same spirit of optimism 
and hope as formerly,’’ La Nacion 
says, listing among the outstanding 
features of the present situation a 
scarcity of money in circulation, re- 
striction of credit,’ slow commercial 
movement, retirement of capital and 
curtailment of industrial activities. 

It points out that bank clearings 
so far this year show an increase of 
only 2 per cent, as compared with 
an increase of 7 a cent last year 
and 6 per cent in the previous year. 

Car loadings, although above last 
year’s, are below 1927’s, while build- 
ing operations are below last year’s. 
La Nacion says the situation is not, 
however, immediately dangerous and 
reminds its readers that the country 
has previously recovered from worse 
situations because of its inexhaustible 
natural resources. 

In blaming at least part of the 
situation on the present National Ad- 
ministration, La Nacion says the gov- 
ernment is not likely to increase the 
confidence of foreign capital or ob- 
tain cooperation of enterprising pro- 
moters by such measures as the pro- 
osed nationalization of the petro- 
eum industry or other indications of

VICTORY OF VENETO} 


Mussolini in Speech Siys He| 
Backs Peace Talk bat Warns 


Against Illusions. 


ROME, Nov. 3 (#).—All Italy cele- 


brated with patriotic ceremonies the | 


eleventh anniversary of Vittorio 
Veneto, the victory over the Aus- 
trian Army which paved the way for 
the armistice signed a few days later. 

In Rome, Ferdinand, Prince of 
Udine, represented the King in lay- 
ing a wreath on the Tomb of the 
Unknown Soldier and at the religious 
ceremonies in the Basilica of Santa 
Maria Angeli, where .-homage was 
also. paid at the tomb of General 
Diaz, who led the Italian troops to | 
their victory. Premier Mussolini and 
other government leaders took part 
in the ceremonies. 

The Premier later opened the | 
eleventh congress of the National As- 
sociation of Crippled and Invalid 
Veterans of the War and spoke to 
the members at their headquarters. 


President Delcroix.of the associa- 
tion, in his speech emphasized that 
the Italian veterans had realized in 
the Fascist regime and its chief the 
true value of their victory and of 
their sacrifices. The secretary of -the 
association gave the Premier 4,000,- 
000 lira (about $200,000) as an of- 
fering by the veterans to reduce the 
public debt. 

Mussolini said that the association, 
which was founded in Milan in 1917, 
had had a happy influence on the 
morale of the Italian troops and 
that he considered it one of the| 
fundamental forces of the Fascist 
régime. He emphasized the impor- | 
tant réle of the veterans:in .the.edu- | 
cation of youth and the Italian | 
people in the belief of success, which | 
belief, he said, exists in Italy today | 
as never before. 

He said he wished to indorse: fully | 
the talk of world peace of which so | 
much was said today, but warned | 
his audience that in the meantime | 
they should have nb illusions in con- 
sidering the matter of disarmament. | 

Veterans and patriotic associations 
paraded to the Tomb of the Un- 
known Soldier while airplanes cir- 
cled above.

$51,502,063, including waterways, 
$24,763,275 being for maintenance 
and $26,738,788 for construction. 

Total revenues represented receipts 
averaging $20.90 per capita. The to- 
tal was $56,271,472 more than tota) 
payments of the year, exclusive of 
those for permanent improvements, 
and $3,441,428 more than the total 
payments, including those for per- 
manent. improvements. This excess 
of revenue receipts is reflected in

the purchase of investments and in 
increased cash balances, not shown 
in the summary. Of the total rev- 
enue receipts $255,758 represented re- 
ceipts from a State department or 
enterprise on account of services. 

Property and special taxes repre- 
sented 56.1 per cent of the total rev- 
enue for 1928, 53 per cent for 1927 
and 50 per cent for 1918. The in- 
crease in property and special taxes 
collected was 179.8 per cent from 1918 
to 1927 and 18 per cent from 1927 to 
1928. The per capita property and 
special taxes were $11.73 in 1925, 
$10.05 in 1927 and $4.03 in 1918. 

Earnings of general departments, 
or compensation for services ren- 
dered by State officials, represented 
3.3 per cent of the total revenue for 
1928, 3.7 per cent for 1927 and 5.4 
per cent for 1918. 


Receipts From Business Licenses. 


Business and non-business licenses 
constituted 30.4 per cent of the total 
revenue for 1928, 33 per cent for 1927 
and 38.4 per cent for 1918. 

Receipts from business licenses 
consisted chiefly of taxes paid by in- 
surance and other incorporated com- 


panies, while those from non-busi- 
ness licenses comprised chiefly taxes 
on motor vehicles and payments for 
hunting and fishing privileges. 

The total funded or fixed debt out- 
standing June 30, 1928, was $360,- 
758,309. Of this amount $259,498,000 


was for highways, $151,848,000 being 
included for the barge canal. 

The net indebtedness (funded or 
fixed debt, less sinking fund assets) 
was $259,602,471, or $22.59 per capita. 
In 1927 the per capita net debt was 
$21.50 and in 1918 $17.91. A large 
part of the bond issues for 1923 was 
applied to the construction of the 
Poughkeepsie Toll Bridge, hospitals 
for the insane, schools for mental 
defectives and State office buildings. 

Assessed valuation subject to ad 
valorem taxation was $22,958,837.107, 
the amount of State taxes levied $24,- 
897,004, and the per capita levy $2.17. 
In 1927 the per capita levy was $2 
and in 1918 $1.34. 


CHURCH OF ASCENSION 
TO BE ALWAYS OPEN 


When Doors Swing Ajar Next 
Sanday They Will Never Close 
Again, Dr. Aldrich Says. 


When the doors of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church of the Ascension, 
Fifth Avenue and Tenth Street, open 
next Sunday morning they will never 
close again. 

The Rev. Dr. Donald B. Aldrich, 





the rector, made this announcement 
at the service yesterday morning. 

“We will have a special «service 
next Sunday evening,’’ said Dr. Al- 
drich last night, when he was asked 
for details of his plan, ‘‘at which we 
will announce all the details. It is 
true that our doors will never close 
again. This will symbolize to the 
neighborhood our desire to be at the 
service of everybody at all hours.” 

There is only one other church in 
New York City which remains open 
all night and that is the Protestant 
Episcopal Church of the Holy Com- 
munion, Sixth Avenue and Twentieth 
Street. The ‘‘father’’ of this plan 
was the Rev. Dr. Henry Mottet, who 
died some months ago after being 
the rector fifty years. St. Patrick’s 
Cathedral remains open until about 
10:30 P. M. 

Dr. Aldrich told his parishioners 
that this was following out the prin- 
ciples of the late Rev. Dr. Percy 
Stickney Grant, the rector for more 
than thirty years. In 1893 Dr. Grant 
secured free pews, and he maintained 
a forum for many years at which 
people of all walks in life were free 
to debate.

The rally launched the Zionist. Roll- 
Call, through which it is hoped to 
have 500, Jews not connected with | 
the Zionist membership contributed | 
at least $1 each for the reconstruc- | 
tion of Palestine. The speakers in-| 
cluded Louis Lipsky, president of the} 
Zionist Organization of America; Dr. | 
Stephen S. Wise, Dr. Shmarya Levin, 
Morris Rothenberg, Abraham Gold-| 
berg Leo Wolfson, president of the| 
New York“Zionist Region. | 

The following message from Lord 
Balfour, who is ill in Scotland, was| 
read by Mr. Lipsky: 


Balfour Voices Faith. 


Please convey my greetings to

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 3.—Pro- 
duction of full-fashioned hosiery 
in this country has increased on 
an average of more than $43,000,- 
000 annually in value, because 
women have been wearing short 
skirts, according to a survey just 
completed by the industrial re- 
search department of the Whar- 
ton School of Finance and Com- 
merce at the University of Penn- 
sylvania. 

The survey reveals that from 
1925 to 1928 hosiery production 
grew from about 12,300,000 dozen 
pairs to more than 22,250,000 
dozen pairs, with the value of the 
output increasing from about 
$140,600,000 in 1925 to about $227,- 
400,000 in 1927. 

In 1919 ninety-two mills pro- 
duced 6,323,934 dozen pairs of full 
fashioned hosiery.

| A program for the complete reor- 
ganization of the school system, in-

was presented in the report of the 
cooperative and constructive school 
survey committee. The findings of 
the committee, «completed early in 
1925, have just been published by 
the Board of Education. 

The present organization suffers 
from a progressive paralysis of exec- 
utive action, renders ‘‘passing the 
buck”? possible through divided re- 
sponsibilities, makes for duplication 
of functions, weakness in leadership 
and exaggeration of petty authority 
and operates to prevent ‘‘mobiliza- 
tion of brain power,’’ according to 
Stuart A. Courtis, Professor of Edu- 
eation at the University of Michigan 
and director of instruction of the 
Detroit public schools, who, as a 
|member of the committee, investi- 
gated the system in 1924 and pro- 
posed the changes,

mental system inevitably breaks: 
down as rapidly as increase in size 
makes continuous, intensive, super- 
visory control impossible.’’ 

This system leads. to isolation of 
functions, ‘‘the general rule in New 
York City,’’ with everybody doing his 
own work without regard to the 
methods of his neighbors, and causes 
| duplication of tasks, ‘‘weakness in 
| leadership and magnification of petty 
authority,’’ Professor Courtis de- 
clared. 

His final indictment was that the 
present order fails to utilize the brain 
power of the staff and makes for 
prescription of means to be used 
rather than policies to be followed 
by the rank and file. 


Gives Basis for Reform. 


The surveyor laid down the basis of 
the administrative and instructional 
structure he recommended. It in- 
cluded four points: 

‘“‘Reorganizarion should be com- 
| plete; that is, should be establishéd 
on the basis of policies intelligently 
|} arrived at, whose application is uni- 
form from the Board of Education | 
to the children; the basic purpose of | 
|the reorganization should be _ to! 
achieve a unitary, organic life | 
throughout the system; there should | 
be high efficiency of executive ac- 
tion, and, last, there should be demo- 
cratic administration of power.”’

The Internal Kevenue Bureau, com- 

menting in its survey on the increase 

.in individual income and personal 
taxes, said: 

“The returns for 1927, filed in 1928 
by individuals, number 4,101,547, of 
which 2,440,941 were taxable and 
1,660,606 non-taxable. The aggregate 
net income was $22,545,090,553 and 
the tax liability $830,639,434. 

“As compared with the returns 
filed for the previous year, the num- 
ber for 1927 decreased by 36,545, or 
0.89 per cent. The total net ‘income 
shows an increase of $586,584,904, or 
2.67 per cent, whereas the tax shows 
an increase. of $98,168,644, or-13.40 
per cent. 

“The average net income is $5,- 
496.73, the average amount of tax lia- 
bility $202.52, and the average tax 
rate 3.68 per cent. For the preceding 
year the average net income was $5,- 
306.43, the average amount of tax lia- 
bility was $177.01 and the average 
tax rate 3.34 per cent. 

“The ratio of the number of indf- 
vidual returns filed to the total pop- 
ulation is 3.45 per cent, which for 
the , re year was 3.52 per 
cent 


New York State’s Share. 


A recapitulation by States showed 
that New York filed 766,974 of the 
4,101,547 personal income _ returns} 
made in 1928, or 18.70 per cent of | 
the total, and that the net incomes 
for New Yorkwere $5,398,451,005, or 
23.95 per cent of the total. 

Of the taxes paid on these returns, 
New York contributed $305,210,059, 
or 36.74 per cent. Pennsylvania was 
second, paying 9.47 per cent of the 
taxes. No State except New York 
paid as much as 10 per cent. 

The five counties of New York City 
filed 532,009 of the 766,974 returns 
filed by residents of the State, as

Criminal Courts Building for two 


Federal prison system was urged to- 
night by. Attorney General Mitchell, 
speaking here tonight over the Na- 
tional Broadcasting Company’s ra- 
dio network. 

"We need first,’’ he said, outlining 
the program, ‘“‘a new Federal peni- 
tentiary with a capacity of 1,200, to 
be located in the North Atlantic 
States; second, a new industrial re- 
formatory similar to . Chillicothe, 
Ohio, to serve the territory west of 
the Mississippi River, with a capaci- 


ty of 1,200; third, three Federal jails 
or houses of detention—one in the 
North Central States, one on the Pa- 
cific Coast and one in the Central 
West. 

“The immediate and direct cause 
of the ‘recent disorder among the 
prisoners at Leavenworth penitenti- 
ary,”’ said Mr. Mitchell ‘‘was dissat- 
isfaction with the food. The under- 


lying causes were overcrowding and} 


lack of work to keep the prisoners 
occupied, 

"OVercrowding means overtaxing | 
of the housing and feeding and facil- 
ities, with poorly prepared and | 
served food, and that, coupled with 
idleness, frays the nerves of the pris- | 
oners and results in the flare-up of 
nervous excitement and consequent 
disorders. 


Program Approved by Budget. 


“The ‘Federal 
néver provided jails of its own for 
prisoners, but has rented accommo- 
dations jn State and county jails, 


and it is'not proposed at present to 
zo beyond the construction of the 
three jails mentioned, 

“This construction program will 
cost about six and a half millions, 
spread over a five-year period. Ap- 
proved by the budget, this program 
awaits only the action of Congress. 

“The second essential improve- 
ment is to provide employment for 
the prisohers. This has heretofore 
mét opposition from industry, both 
capital and labor, on the ground 
tha’ products of canyict.labor com- 
pete with outside business. 

“This is a very selfish opposition. 
Preducts of Federal prisons are to 
be' used only by the Federal Govern- 
ment, and the quantity is too small 
to be an important factor in compe- 
tiqn with private enterprises. The 
Federal prison industries should be 
diversified, so that competition with 
private enterprise shall not be con- 
centrated on a few industries. 

“Beyond that, private industry has 
no justification for opposition to the 
emplcyment of Federal prisoners. It 
costs the taxpayer large sums to 
house, clothe and. feed prisoners. 
Why should thousands*of able-bodied 


men and women. in -Federal prison | 
institutions not be required by their | 


labor to help support themselves? 
Would Improve Prisoners. 


“Above all is the great public in- 
terest in improving the mental, moral 
and physical condition of the pris- 
oners, teaching them a ‘useful occu- 
pation, so that when released and 
returned to society they may have a 
chance to avoid criminal occupations. 


“Another real need,’ Mr. Mitchell 
declared, ‘‘is the segregation and 
classifcation of prisoners. .On June 
30, 1929, of some, 10,000 Federal peni- 
tentiary prisoners, the greatest num- 
ber convicted under any one act of 
Congress were those confined for vio- 
lations of the statutes relating to 
narcotic drugs. The number of pris- 
eners under the drug acts was 2,731 

“The next largest was under the 
national prohibition act, of which 
there were 1,827. Third in order 
came those confined under the motor 
vehicle act—that is, the transporta- 
tion of stolen automobiles in inter- 
state commerce. There were 1,337 of 
these. 

‘The fourth largest class was viola- 
tors of the postal laws, of . which 
there were 1,068. Fifth in order were 
violators of the Mann act, known as 
the white slave act, of which there 
were 241. 

“Our probation and parole systems 
ere not working satisfactorily at 
present. During 1928 8,563 parole 
cases came before the parole board, 
of which the superintendent of pris- 
ons was by law a member. If the 
superintendent of prisons sat on 
every working day of the year, he 
would have to hear twenty-eight 

role cases a day.. Under the exist- 
ng law there is a different. 
board in each institution, an 
formity of action is not attained. -. 

Would Reorganize Parole System. 

“Parole applications should receive 
more careful individual study by a 
specially constituted and trained 
parole board. 

“The parole and probation system 
fails completely in its purpose, unless 
there is proper supervision of the 
released prisoner during the parole 

eriod. hile probation officers 

ave been authorized by law in every 
judicial district, heretofore appro- 
priations have not been sufficient to 
employ them. Our program includes 
@ complete reorganization of the 
parole system, with adequate per- 
gonnel. 

“With the construction of new in- 
stitutions, development of prison in- 
dustries, proper employment and ed- 
ucational methods, reorganization of 
the parole and probation system, we 
hope in the near future to bring the 
Federal prison system somewhere 
near modern enlightened standards. 

‘‘We have been fortunate in ob- 
taining as director of the Federal 
Bureau of Prisons Sanford Bates, an 
experienced penologist with a record 
of fine achievement as the head of 
the Massachusetts system. “We have 
no purpose to make Federal prisons

Lost in Fog, He Lands Seaplane 
near Vessel Off Virginia Capes 
and Is Towed In.

INSANE MAN KILLS TWO

Maryland Patient From New York

BALTIMORE, Nov. 3 UP).—Wrench-.

room, Samuel McNell, 59, a patient 
in the Mount Hope Retreat for the 
Insane, early this morning clubbed 
to death two patients who he be- 
eg had made him the butt of a 
oke. 

The victims of the attack, Howard 
Pemberton, 57, and Charles Schrau- 
der, .70, died without regaining con- 
sciousness. All three were inmates 
of St. George’s Hall, a section of the 
asylum where patients were classi- 
fied‘as harmless are quartered. 

An attendant, Charles Davis, was 
aroused from his sleep by incoherént 
mutterings in the corridor. He found 
McNell pacing back and fourth in 
the narrow hall. = 

Other guards were awakened and 
McNell was locked in: his room. The 
two victims were found in their beds. 
Schrauder was believed.to have been 
attacked first. He had apparently 
awakened as McNell came. into the 
room. Both hands were bruised and 
torn by the nails in the board as if 
he raised his hands to protect his 
head when the blows were.struck. 

Schrauder died at 5 o’clock and 
Pemberton an hour later. 

McNell was admitted to the insti- 
tution. from the Central Islip State 
Hospital, N. Y., in 1928. Pemberton 
and Schrauder were both Balti-. 
moreans. 

McNell is technically under arrest. 
He will be held at the Institution 
until after the inquest.

BETTER LONDON SITUATION 


| Bank’s Reserve Is Still Low, but 
£9,000,000 Gold Is on the Way 
to It From Abroad.

LONDON, Nov. 1.—The American 
stock market panic entirely over- 
shadowed all other considerations in 
this week’s markets and will for some 
time continue to overshadow them 
both here and on the Continent. The 
lowering of the Bank of England rate 
gave a sense of great relief, yet a 
good deal of wonder was expressed 
as to why the Bank should have cut 
the rate to 6 per cent in the face of 
what was undoubtedly a panic crisis. 
The existence of such a situation, 
however, is held in itself to provide 
an explanation for the Bank’s action. 

It was necessary to restore confi- 
dence and to make matters easier 
for any further liquidation which 
may have to come. The mere im- 
provement of the markets, immedi- 
ately after the lowering of the Bank 
rate, makes them better able to ab- 
sorb the securities which may still 
be thrown over. 

At the week-end it is argued that 
| there were other substantial reasons 
|for the Bank of England’s action. 
When the Bank raised its rate to 64% 
| per cent five weeks ago cracks were 
already appearing in Wall Street's 
| speculative edifice, and the Bank 
was obviously preparing its defense 
against a possible disastrous shock. 
The limit in its endurance of Wall 
Street’s raids on the London gold 
reserve had also been reached. 

It is now seen that the higher bank 
rate of September was abundantly 
justified, that it buttressed the mar- 
ket both here and elsewhere against 
the storm of liquidation. It is pos- 
sible that the raising of our bank 
rate in September may have applied 
just that extra pressure which was 
needed to burst the American bubble. 
But the Bank’s action was protective 
rather than provocative, and since 
the protective purposes of that ad-| 
vance had now been achieved the 
time had come to relax the emer- 
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==| gency protective measures.
